CLOVERS 

CRIMSON  CLOVER 

This  is  by  far  the  most  popular  Clover  in  the  South.  Practically  any  soil  in  the  South 
will  grow  it.  It  is  an  excellent  soil  improver,  a fine  cover  and  grazing  crop,  as  well  as  a 
hay  crop.  Crimson  Clover  seed  this  season  is  cheaper  than  it  has  been  for  several  years, 
and  this  should  result  in  an  increased  use  of  this  valuable  legume. 

RED  CLOVER 

On  some  of  the  stiff  red  clay  soils  in  the  South,  Red  Clover  does  better  than  the  Crim- 
son. Price  of  seed,  however,  is  much  higher  than  the  Crimson  Clover,  though  a smaller 
quantity  can  be  sown  per  acre. 

' BURR  CLOVER 

One  of  the  most  valuable  winter  and  spring  grazing  Legumes  we  have,  with  the  added 
advantage  that  it  re-seeds  itself  very  easily  and  therefore  when  it  once  establishes  itself, 
a permanent  winter  pasture  is  established.  It  is  in  no  way  in  the  nature  of  a weed,  as 
it  can  bo  very  easily  eradicated,  if  you  later  decide  to  use  the  land  for  something  else. 
Our  seed  is  in  the  burr  which  carries  sufficient  inoculation.

ALFALFA 

This  is  the  crop  out  of  which  Millions  have  been  made  in  the  West,  and  which  grows 
just  as  successfully  in  many  sections  of  the  South.  Three  or  four  cuttings  can  be  gotten 
per  year,  and  one  seedi  ig  lasts  from  four  to  eight  years.  The  importance  of  good  seed 
can  therefore  easily  be  seen,  for  even  if  a few  cents  be  saved  on  the  seed,  hundreds 
and  thousands  may  be  lost  on  account  of  the  crop  not  producing  as  it  should.  All  of  our 
seed  tests  99|%  pure,  is  grown  in  this  country,  and  on  non-irrigated  land.  Investigate 
well  the  source  of  your  Alfalfa  seed  before  planting. 

HAIRY  OR  WINTER  VETCH 

The  great  Winter  hay  and  soil  improving  crop  of  the  South.  On  account  of  its  viney 
habit,  it  should  be  planted  with  either  Rye  or  Oats.  Before  the  war,  all  of  the  Vetch 
seed  used  in  this  country  came  from  Russia,  and  importations  have  not  yet  started.  Some 
of  this  seed  is  produced  in  this  Country  now,  but  it  does  not  nearly  fill  the  demand,  hence 
the  high  price.  Experts  tell  us,  however,  that  even  at  th""  high  price  of  seed  it  is  a paying 
proposition  to  plant  Vetch.
